meere ſubmiſſion of the Proteſtant Religion and the 
Engliſh intercſt in this Dominion , under the laviſh 
and barbarous yoake of the Romiſh Church and Iriſh 
Anarchy. | 

Oa the treaty of the Ceſſation what were the pre= 
tences uſed to encline the poore deluded Engliſh there- 
to, but that there ſhould be a clecre ſubmiſſion to 
the intereſt of the Engliſh Nation and the Authority 
of England : That the Iriſh ſhould deliver up all their 
Cchiefe Townes to be'guarriſoned by the Engliſh ; That 
wee ſhould have ſuch increaſe of Quarters 8& pay for 
maintenance of the Army which ſhould be of great 
advantage, &c. And inſtced hereof what followed , 
but that all the guarriſons in Connaght, Munſter and

Leinſter , which were gained in by the Engliſh , with 
much hardſhip and expence of Blood , were againe 
depoſited on the hands of the Iriſh ; All our Quarters 
in the Countyes of Typperary , Lymericke and Tho- 
monde, which paid us Contribution are quitted by us 
to the maintenance of Tazffes Army the dreggs of 
Knockzenos, And cven the very Tithes & Eccleſiaſtt- 
call dutics of the Proteſtant Miniſtry,allowed in thoſe 
parts for maintenance of the Romiſh Prieſthood, 

To paſſe from the Ceſſation to the Peace,we ſhall 
onely obſerve, that the Iriſh could propoſe or deſire 
no more to be granted unto them , then was granted 
them by the Articles of Peace (viz.) That the power 
of the titulary Lord Licutenant the Marqueſſe of 0r- 
monde,was chayned up by the entervall Commiſho- 
ncrs who was to a& nothing without the conſent of 
feven or more of them , of which , The Popiſh Arch- 
biſhop of Tam , and the Biſhop of Lymericke were , 
though not expreflcd in Print. All places and offices, 
Military, Judiciall, Miniſteriall , Civill , and other to 
be diſpoſed off, by their affents and not otherwiſe, with 
all the priviledges & immunities granted which could 
be deſired by an indulgent and loyall people , with li- 
berty of application for future and further conceſſions 
and promiſes of grant thereof. 

If theſe things tend to the propagation and profeſ- 
ſion of the Proteſtant Religion and ſubmiſſion to an 
Engliſh intereſt the ations and concluſions of theſe 
times doe make other demonſtration then really they 
are. 

Surely, The giving away of our Churches & ſcites 
of Abbeys in all parts of this Land , except the 
Countyes of Corcke, Waterford , Kerry, gave bur an 
; ; untroduction 


introduction to the Iriſh to lay clatme unto the reft in 
thoſe Countyes alſo; And the At of oblivion for tak- 
ing away our goods & the lives of many of us was but 
a taire inducement to allure the Iriſh to attempt once 
more to take away the lives of the reſt which remained, 
and then our lands were their owne alſo, 

How palpable experience teacheth us this truth , 
the {ad occurrences of late can demonſtrate, when as 
the orely blood that muſt be expended againſt Dro- 
ghedah , Dundalkke, Trim , Kildare , &c, muſt be of 
Engliſh Proteſtants,againſt perſons of their owne Re- 
lI:gion & Nation, whiles the Iriſh muſt fit ſtill at three 
mules diſtance in a ſecure poſture looking on Dublin; 
And when with the expence of their blood theſe pla- 
ces are gotten who are the confident to receive the 
oucrdon of theſe mens labours but the Iriſh and Pa- 
paſts , as Daxzell © Neile in Trim, and Sir eArthar 
eAſioz in Droghedah. 

When at a neerer diſtance the Army drew to be- 
ſiege Dublin , who were the men expoſed to all the 
hardſhipps and danger of fervice but the Engliſh Pro- 
teſtants 2 which tought gallantly whiles the Iriſh ran 
away and plundered them. And after this for their 
good ſervice as perſons ſuſpeRted the greater number 
of the Cavalry of thoſe Engliſh muſt be deſigned to 
be drawne into Kilkenny to be difarmed as perſons 
not to be truſted any longer. 

This being at preſent avoyded, the next deſigne is 
to draw the reſt of the Engliſh out of their guarriſons 
and to place Iriſh in them to take care of their wives , 
children and eſtates , as perſons not fit to be truſted 
with their own , leaſt thereby the drawing in of the 
French, and delivering up of thole guarrilon, and => 
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reſt of the Kingdome unto them, were a thing of ſmall 
moment, Which had been really performed if the 
Embaſly of the Lord Viſcount Haskery to that pur- 
pole had not ( by Gods providence making us the 1nz 
{truments to prelerve thus place) been annihilated, 

But now the change of things hath changed the 
defigne, (though ſome approve of the reſt of the guar- 
rifons to be a thing conſiderable to deliver as a pawn 
to the French without this of Corcke.) For Oren Roe 
O Neilemuſt now be Courted with the title of Geze- 
ralliimo of all the Armyes 1n this Iſland , fo as hee 
w1ll undertake to fight with Generall Cromwell, And 
leaſt hee ſhould be thye of ſuch a thing hee ſhall be 
promiſed the Earledome of Tyrone ; That all our 
Suarriſons ſhall be delivered into the hands of the 
Iriſh ; That all perſons ſhall contorme themſclves to 
the Roman Catholike faith in dodrine and diſcipline, 
And that the ſole management of the Military power 
of the Land , ſhall be in him. And if by theſe 
proceedings there be any teſt of ſupportingthe Prote- 
ſtant Religion and Engliſh intereſt in theſe Domini- 
ons Wee leave tothe judicious. 

The ncxt thing then to be conſidered is how farre 
the Kings power doth extend in all theſe tranſactions, 
The name 1s uſed , but by the Articles of Peace the 
Court of Wards, the revenue of the Crowne, the di{- 
poſing of all places and offices is in the Iriſh,and what 
not 2 So as there may ariſc a great queſtion , whether 
there be any thing left but the name of a King whiclt 
they weare as a cloake like the pretence of Religion 
for their owne ends, 

Theſe things being confidered , the queſtion be- 
ing no longer tor the Kings intereſt, but whether oy 
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muſt be ſlaves to that nation Wee have conquered ; 
will make us looke about & contemplate from whence 
wee have ſwerved, And wathall to lifr up our hearts 
and hands to Almighty God in prayer to reſtore us to 
our tormet being and profeſſion , for the Proteſtant 
Religion and intereſt of the Engliſh Nation. And 
theretore Wee doe here in the pretence of Almighty 
God reſolve to tubmit our ſelves to the power of our 
ownNaticn in the Parliament of England, & to hisEx- 
ccllency the Lord Lieutenant (romwell thetr Generall 
tor this Dominion , And with the hazard of our lives 


_ and fortunes according to our late Remonſtrance and 
\ Proteſtation to detend our ſelves againſt the Iriſh and 


Engliſh Papiſts or diſaffected Proteſtants in Armes az 
gainſt us; And doe really and truly profeſle our ſclves 
members and branches of the Reformed Chnrches; 
And bound by the duty Wee owe to our Religion , 
Countrey , and thoſe which imployed us huher: to 
proſecute the warre againſt the Iriſh with all the poſ- 
ſible vigour and alacrity whatſoever hardſhipps Wee 
undergoe. And Wee hope that the Parliament of 
England will looke on us as people «that have beene 
ander a mediate authority fend by the power and 
ſubtilties of our late Commander in Chiete-who hath 
done or conſented unto theſe things done to the very 
neere deſtruction and extinguiſhment of our Religion: 
and Nation in this Province and Kingdome..
